Tho easy, graceful, moderate, leisurely 


style of bicycle riding is coming into vogue 
and practice, particularly with ladies. On 
the most popular cycling roads, says ai 
exchange, may now be seen, any fair day, 
numbers of ladies, alone or accompanied, 
riding along easily, at a pace of six or eight 
miles au hour, and either enjoying tho land 
scape or chatting pleasantly. 
This fact is 


really a matter of groat importance, and 
from the standpoint of good health and 
reasonable physical exercise, it, is both note- 
worthy and a source of satisfaction. 


Bicycling is comparatively a new exercise. 


Although there have been wheels aud wheel- 
men for a quarter of a century, it is only 
within four or live years that the pastime 
has become so popular as to be almost 
universal. 
And, like every new exercise, 


it lias been done to. excess, and is only now 
beginning to be properly utilized aud made 
a reasonable pleasure. The little child that 
has just learned to walk cannot make his 
little logs go fust enough to keep up with 
his desire to get over space, but by aud by 
he learns to walk with easy grace, and to 
take such exercise as is both healthful and 
pleasiiut. 
Bicycle exorcise has scarcely 


passed the childish, the rushing, the bcorcli- 
ing era, but it is approaching the more grace- 
ful and leiJs impulsive stage. 
The impulse 


to spin over the ground on a wheel is as 
irresistible at, first as the toddler's desire lo 
fairly leap irom one point to another aud 
everything is forgotten but the exhilaration 
and new excitement. It must be something 
like the sensations of a little bird the first, 
time he tries his wings. But, as already 
suggested, ladies and gentlemen who ride 
the wheel are learning that there is kecu 
delight iu riding easily, gracefully, and 
leisurely, ft affords pleasure which "scorch- 
ing" can never give. 
H permits conversa- 


tion ; it allows observation and apprecia- 
tion of beautiful scenery. It develops love 
of nature as well as muscle and lung power. 
It does more : it prevents redness of face, 
shortness of breath, and .superfluous per- 
spiration. 
The leisurely rider does not get 


tired ; for a nice, easy pace may be con- 
tinued hour after hour without fatigue, and, 
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refreshed, and feels that the exciciso could 
be continued indefinitely. 


There can be no doubt of all this, for 


ladies and gentlemen who are lully com- 
petent to speak testily to the pleasures of 
riding at a moderate pace. 
Moreover, many 


are now practicing this slyle of riding, hav. 
ing overcome their early impulses 10 rush 
from one town to another or to "chase 
miles" in order to establish a record of no 
avail to them after it is made. 


There will always be "scorchers" aud 


young beginners, and these will continue to 
ride as if a cyclone were after thorn ; but 
ladies and gentleman generally arc surely 
adopting the leisurely pace, aud are enjoy- 
ing it to the fullest extent.

IN liESpoxse to the sllvorito demand for 


a "return to the money of our constitu- 
tion" compare our present monetary sya- 
tom with that of 1873. Tho total amount 
of legal tender silver coined from 1793 to 
1873 was only 88,081,041. Our population in 


1873 was 411,677,000, and at that time tho 
per capita circulation of legal tender sil- 
ver under a free coinage act was only 19>£ 
cents. Wo now have a full tender silver 
circulation of $549,800,000, showing an in- 
crease of silver coinage since 1878 of $041,- 
768,95!>, which is a clear gain of 683 per 
cent. In full tender silver circulation. Our 
present population Is about 73,000,000, and 
our pur capita full tender silver circula- 
tion is 7.03. Our gain in per capita silver 
circulation, therefore, since 1873 has been 
groutor than tho entire per capita money 
circulation of any of tho silver countries, 
a fact that speaks volumes for our present 
monetary system. To attempt to change

had very little specie monoy. Aa in othor 
now coitntrios, men were thrown back 
upon b.'irtor. In ordor to establish a 
KtJindunl of vnluo of some sort wheat in 
KKiti was made lej,'<il (lender in payment of 
nil ili'lrt-; at, tho ruto of four livros tho 
bn-ihi'l. Beaver skin-* wore made legal 
tcndiir lit tho currant price, whatever it 
might he, niirt so, in 1(174, wci'o door skins, 
tho skin of tho Canadian original. Tho 
door and buavor skins varied in value, of 
course, vith the success orfailttro of tho 
catch, urul woro perplexing because a 
(hictuatiug cttrroncy. 


Wheat at four Hvros was not so bud, lio- 


catiso it romaincd at or nbonb that price 
for iniiiij yours. Hut it was impossible to 
transput" any Itirgc quantity of it in those 
days without trouble ittitl lielny. Tho set- 
tlor within a few miles of Quebec or Three 
Kivers cinild tuho a load to town in his 
boat or sk-igh and cxi'hango it for cloth- 
iiip; or powder nml shot, but it was not, 
oasy to employ it asiniiodiumof exchange 
olsowlien-. 


Thohnrd or specie money in vogno—• 


"ringing numey," as tho French rail it— 
consisted of a iiiiscolltinoou.s lot of coins. 


d'or.gold.Ms t.henamodenotes; tho livre,or 
franc, worth twenty cents of our present 
Canadian monoy; tho soo or sou, worth 
a cent; the Hard, worth a quarter of a soe. 
Tho livre was silver, tho others coppor. 


Tho king in i(i"() uuthori/.ed the Com- 


pagnip d( s Indus Occidon talcs to issue this 
coinage, to tho amount of KM),000 francs 
throughout his majesty's possessions. It 
hud boon found that spocio monoy had 
ihnhitol louving the colony. The mer- 
chants exported it in payment of thoir ac- 
counts iu Franco. To keep it in the col- 
>ny the king r rdored that it should bo 
ivorvultu d so long as it circulated thero. 
Thus the French silver crown, worth 
;hree livr is in France, was to bo legal terj- 
ler for fnur iu Canada; the liavd, worth 
;hreo doniors, was to pass for six, aud so 
on. 


Wo may bo sure thero was a job at tho 
'ottom oi tile undervaluing. In that age 
citigs and princes often resorted to such 
ueans of cheating their subjects. 
The 


iho royal warehouse or to tho agents of 
tho trading monopoly, and parted with ife, 
is ho believotl, for a crown worth four 
ivrosin "money of Franca" But when 


went tn buy an axe or n cont, tho mer- 


chant, who imported everything from 
France, rtckoned the crown as worth only 
three livri's, Its value iu France. He had 
to accept it us legal tender for four, but 
that did not prevent him from marking 
up his price so as to make it in reality 
worth but three. It was for his exploits 
in deeding the people in this way by issu- 
ing clipped and overvalued money that 
King Phi Hippo lo Bel, nicknamed tho 
Conor, was placed by Dante in hell. 


The overvaluing in N-ow Franco deceived 


nobody bu t tho settler, and ho soon had 
his eyes opened by tho storekeeper. Noi 
didit keep the specie money iu tho country. 
What happened was this: It flowed as 
before to t he coffers of tho merchants,who 
accepted it, not at its fictitious value, but 
(by increasing thoir prices) at its value in 
"money of Franco,'1 and shipped it in tho 
fall to Franco to pay their bills. Theu 
sharp fellows in Franco began to send out 
clipped nnd ''sweated" coins, such as 
livros worth ouly fifteen soes and crowns 
which would scarcely pass at all, to profit 
by tho overvaluation. 


This light money -jot to be such a nui- 


sance that tho sovereign {council met and 
abolished the overvaluation in the hope of 
chocking Us inflow. Traffic with the En- 
glish and J)utch colonies to the south was 
prohibited, nevertheless the English and 
Dutch traders carried it on surreptitiously, 
and found it more profitable to pay for 
French beaver skins iu light reals and 
piastres than in honest goods. Commerce 
within the colony was greatly hampered 
by tho uncertainty of the value of this 
light foreign money. It was not legal 
tender, ouu was not obliged to take it, nnd 
In lOfM the Quebec merchants refused to 
accept it at any figure, whereupon tho 
council ordered that it should circulate at 
its bullion value with a slight addition. 


To effect this it was necessary to weigh 


and stamp the coins. Holders were obliged 
to talft them to n court appointed for tho 
purpose aud to pay six deniors for the 
weighing and stamping of each piastre, 
demi-piastre, quart and domi-quart, be- 
sides losing tho difference between tho 
now and tho old value. 


Things had got into such a mess ovor 


the attempt to give specie monoy a flat 
value that in despair the people turned to 
card nioner. It will be remembered thus 
the card money circulated at its face value 
so long as it was couverfciblo into bills 
drawn on the French treasury and so long 
as the bills were promptly paid. When, 


Hint, nu pfouiou bv i.tto uogtraimtiou rir t.ne 
standard of value, just as tho Kansas 
farmer will profit through being able to 
redeem 100 cents of mortgage with a'A cents' 
worth of silver. But tho Ktiignioriu New- 
France MHiu got rents upon a different 
basis—that is, he made a stipulation, if it 
had not been so stipulated before, that the 
rent and dues should bo paid in "money 
of France." 
Tho merchants ran their 


stores on that basis all along, so that if 
farm products fetched 
7nore prices of 


money,u larger number of livros and soes, 
than formerly, their purchasing power 
was no greater than before, and the 
farmer consequently was no bettor off. 
The artisan was worse off, for the cost of 
living rose beyond the increase of wages. 


Foreign trade, such as there was, was 


crippled and internal commerce thrown 
into confusion; fraud was rampant, the 
intendant bigot being the biggest rascal 
of tho lot, and when the final crash cume 
aud curd money and ordonnancos were 
not worth much more than waste paper— 
fortunately England afterward induced 
Franco to pay so much in the dollar—the 
people, as au ecclesiastic wrote, "were per- 
fectly heart brokon, rago alternating with 
grief." The United States is a vastly 
greater and more complex organism than 
Xew France, and the ruin that would fol- 
low its descent to u. silvor basis and the 
wholesale swindling of the public and pri- 
vate creditor, including every one who 
hasmonuy iu tho bank or in an insurance 
policy, would boa convulsion out of sight, 
more serious than that which shook the 
little colony on tho Ht. Lawrence to its 
foundations.' 


Tho moral taught by events there is that 


an "abundant" inconvertible paper cur- 
rency is practically of no more use than u 
chock for which thoro aro no funds, and 
that specie monoy must have an intrinsic 
value of its own equal to the value it 
stands for. A Populist government could 
not make u twenty soe livro worth forty 
soos, or a aS cont dollar worth 100 cents at 
tho store, and, as has been said, the real 
moasiiro of the value of monoy, specie or 
piipor, is whnt it will buy, what it is 
equivalent of in goods. Populism can en- 
able Uie farmer tr> "beat" tho loan com- 
pany, but tho swindle can bo perpetrated 
ouly once, and tho wholo community will 
hnvo to sweat, blood us penance for many 
a day after.—Toronto (Ontario) Globe.

(Extract from ft Speech Delivered July 13,1S7D.) 


In opposing tho free coinage of silver 


President (rat-Held used tho following lin- 
prosKive words: "Mr. Speaker, I can hardly 
conceive a situation in which the house 
could lie brought move directly face to 
faot with what seems to present, on tho 
ou« hand, public honor, and on the other, 
the deepest public disgrace. 


''It has happened in the fluctuation of 


these metals that there is now a notable 
opportunity to cheat seven millions of 
men by adopting the baser metal as the 
standard of payment, and thus accomplish 
a swindle on so great a scale as to make 
the achievement illustrious. 
By the pro- 


posed measure one-fifth of the enormous 
aggregate of public and private debts can 
be wiped out with a sponge. This nation 
owes $2,100,000,000 and private citizens of 
tho United States probably owe 12,500,000,- 
000, possibly more. At the present mo- 
ment tho relation of debtor and creditor 
in the United States involves nearly $5,- 
000,000.000. It is proposed by the amend- 
ment of the gentleman from Indiana 
that, at one fell stroke, one-fifth of all 
this enormous sum shall be wiped off, re- 
pudiated, and that the process shall bo 
called honest legislation. Since I have 
been in public life I have never known 
any proposition that contained so many 
elements of vast rascality, of colossal 
swindling, as this. 


"Gentlemen may remember the finan- 


cial shock of 1837, the later shock of 1857, 
and the still later shook in 1873. 
Conceive 


them all iu one vast crash, and the finan- 
cial ruin, tho overthrow of business would 
be light iu comparison with the shock 
which would follow.

When He Was Not Snvnntepii Years of 
AS«—lie Gons in a Private and Comes 
Out aMiljor—A Record to bu Proud of. 


Tho following sketch of Major McKinlcy 


as a soldier is from tho pen of Lieutenant 
Colonel J. H. Cogswell, of the Ouu Uun- 
drnd nnd .Fiftieth New York volunteers, 
now of Tituivillo. l-'a. : 


Just now everything in the past history 


of our candidate for president is sought 
out, 
and to the veteran his militaryrecord 


will be of great interest. The general fact 
that when he was 17 he enlisted as a com- 
mon soldier in the Twenty-third Ohio vol- 
unteers and carried his inuskot and ac- 
coutrements, his knapsack, his haversack, 
his half tent and gum blanket, fourteen 
months, Is well known. 


He passed from the grade of private to 


corporal, sergeant, orderly sergeant, then 
second lieutenant, first lieutenant, and in 
the summer of 1804 ho was promoted to a 
captaincy, and later was breveted major 
of United States volunteers by commis- 
sion direct from President Lincoln, "for 
gallant and meritorious services at tho 
battles of Opcquan, Cedar Greek and 
Fjsher's Hill." 
His regiment saw its 


principal service in West Virginia and the 
Shenaiidoali valley, diverted once back to 
Ohio aud Kentucky to head off the Morgan 
raid. It participated iu the battles of An- 
Uoi,n,n, i«ua- Hoam TsronnTaur -ra Septem- 
ber, 18B3. 


The late President Hayes was succes- 


sively major, lieutenant colonel and col- 
onel of the regiment. In the fall of 1864, 
after the Confederates had been driven 
out of tho mountains of West Virginia, 
Crook's command worked east and we 
find them under Phil Sheridan in the 
Shenandoah valley aud bearing a conspic- 
uous part in the various battles which, 
more than anything else, made the fame 
of "Little Phil." 


In Vol. 30, page 803 of the Official Rec- 


ords of the War ot the Rebellion, General 
George Crook, in closing his report of the 
battle fought Sept. 19, 1884, between Ope- 
qntiin Creek aud Winchester, says: 


"From the following officers of my staff, 


who wore present upon tho field of battle 
and amidst the thickest of the fight 
cheered the men onward and encouraged 
thorn by example to do their whole duty, 
I received invaluable assistance: Lieuten- 
ant Colonel AV. C. Starr, Major E. W. 
Stephens, 
Captain 
W. H. Douglass, 


Captain H. A. l)u Pont, Captain P. G. 
Bier, Captain H. C. Chorrington, Captain 
William McKinley, Lieutenant J. N. Pat- 
ton, Lieutenant B. H. Moore, Lieutenant 
M. Watkiris and Lieutenant C. S. Rob- 
erts." 


The same officer, in his report of the suc- 


ceeding battle, that of Fisher's Hill, Sept. 
22, on page 304 of samo volume says: 


"I am personally indebted to my staff— 


Lieutenant Colonel W. C. Starr, Major E. 
W. Stephens, acting assistant inspector 
general; Captain B. G. Bier, assistant ad- 
jutant general; Captain William McKin- 
loy, acting assistant adjutant general; 
Captain H. 
C. Cherrington, provost 


marshal; Lieutenant J. N. Pattou, aide- 
do-camp; Lieutenant B. H. Moore, aide- 
de-camp ; Lieutenant M. Watkins, acting 
ordnance officer, and Lieutenant C. S. 
Roberts, assistance commisary of musters 
—for their assistance to mo on the field by 
carrying orders and for cheering the men 
forward during tho thickest of the "fight, 
and to Surgeon J. M. Leote, medical di- 
rector, and Captain John C. Craig, as- 
sistant quartermaster, for their attention 
in getting the wounded off tho field."

TTnj phoiioncloBcoiio is dosigncd to bo 


used by pliysluliiiiB and surgeons for de- 
tecting tho ]irosonco of cliRoaso by sound. 


Tlio inatriiinent consists of n circuliirfliit 


luetjtl box or tympanuiu, liavin^ on its 
one surface two npurturos for the atbich- 
mcnt of tlin rubber etir tubes, while tho 
other surfa •(> is formed by n thin disk 
which is r< adily thrown into vibration. 
The best rrsults uro obtainod by simply 
applying tins disk to the surface to be ex- 
amined. 
By tin ingenious contrivance a 


second disk can be superposed upou this 
one uud n \ ulcanite rod attached to tho 
former, so that tho area of auscultation 
tnuy bo otromcly circumscribed. 
Tho 


conduction uf tho sounds is only slightly 
diminished by the use of this rod, which 
thus combines tho principle of the solid 
stethoscope with that of tho tympanum. 
Tho rod furnished with the instrument is 
about two Indies in length, but it is stated 
that there ajo other rods of various lengths 
to enable tho phoiiendocopisfc to receive 
sound vibrations from the natural cavities 
which communicate with tho exterior of 
the body. 
Altogether we consider tho In- 


strument highly ingenious, carefully and 
compactly C'instructed, useful as un aid to 
auscultation, but yet not likely to entirely 
supersede the use of the stethoscope. 
It 


inn; also be found useful in class demon- 
stration, since it would be easy by means 
of branched tubes to cm\blo several persons 
to listen at i ho same time. 


Tho instrument would bo particularly 


useful for the following purposes: 1. Tho 
sound flf the respiratory organs, of tho 
circulation of the blood and of the digestive 
organs in the hoaltny body as well as in 
the sink sul .ject. 2. The sounds made by 
tho muscle', joints and bonos. 
3. The 


sound of tin capillary circulation. 4. Tho 
slightest sounds produced in any diseased 
condition of tho body. Hence it is possiblo 
to draw on t lie body dimensions, the posi- 
tion or liny alteration iu tho position ol 
tho various irgans and of tho fluids which 
have gathered in tho most important cavi- 
ties of tho b> idy. 5. Tho sounds in the cor, 
the eye, tho bladder, the stomach and the 
Intestines. — Lancet.

Tho McKinley tariff customs revenue 


averaged slightly more than $190,000,000 
for each of the years 1892 and 1893, the 
average ad valorem rate on dutiable im- 
ports being 49.15 per cent., and on free and 
dutiable only 22.37. During the two free 
trade tariff years the customs revenue 
averaged only ¥155,887,447—$35,000,000 a 
year loss than under tho McKinley law— 
while the average ad valorem rate on 
dutiable imports was 40.89 per cent., and 
on free and dutiable imports it was 20.14 
por cent., only 3 23 per cent, less than un- 
der protection. 


We havo shown that our imports of 


dutiable goods have been slightly larger 
under the free trade tariff than under pro- 
tection. 
Wo have shown that the cus- 


toms rovctrac has decreased at the rate of 
$35,000,000 a year under the "tariff for rev- 
enue only," and we have shown that the 
free trade bill gave the people $170,000,000 
less of "iree" goods than the protective 
tariff. Had the McKiuley bill been in ex- 
istence during 1895 and 1890, with our 
total dutiable imports of 8778,667,078 dur- 
ing those two years, the customs revenue 
derived therefrom, on tho average Mc- 
Kinley ad valorem rate on dutiable goods 
of 49.15 per cent, would have been $382,- 
714,809—or $101,357,435 a year, as against 
tho aotual average customs revenue of 
f 155,837,447 that has been collected under 
the Gorman bill. The deficiency of the 
treasury department would have been re- 
duced by £36,500,000 a year and the people 
would have had 
885,000,000 
more of 


"free" goods each year upon which no 
duty was collected under the McKiuley 
protective tariff.

Ho was kind, polite 
and considerate to others, not because lie 
habitually woro a frook coat at the right 
time—though he did that also—but bo- 
cause, rash and headstrong as ho was when 
excited, he was habitually unconscious of 
himself and wholly free from the msolonco 
which seeks to humiliate others.

GORDON AND LI HUNG CHANG. 


their Disagreement Over the Puufshment 


of the Taipfug Rebels. 


Ex-Scorotary John W. Foster saw much 


of Li Hung Chang whilo he was acting as 
confidential adviser to tho emperor of 
China in the peace negotiations with Ja- 
pan. He has written a sketch oi tho Chi- 
nese viceroy, svhich appears in The Cen- 
tury. Of the Tuiping rebellion Mr. Foster 
says: 


Li Hung Chang eamo out of tlie=e cam- 


paigns with a high reputation for military 
skill, groat administrative capacity aed 
devoted loyalty to tha reigning dynasty, 
and was thenceforward the most famous 
man of his nation. But just at the close 
of the war an incident occurred which, in 
the estimation of most foreigners," has re- 
mained as a blight upon his fair fame. In 
the final great battle, which resulted in the 
capture of the most prominent of the leaders 
oi the rebellion, Gordon, who was instru- 
mental in their actual capture, promised to 
spare their lives, but immediately after 
being sent to headquarters they were be- 
headed. Gordon, who was of an impetuous 
temperament, denounced this act. as a 
breach of faith, and, it is said, throutaiOd 
to take the life of Li and to throw up his 
command. But he did neither. 


Li claimed that tho refractory conduct of 


the rebel princes after their surrender mode 
the punishment a necessity, and such a 
cool headed and experienced man as Sir 
Robert Hurt, with a full knowledge of the 
facts, held that Colonel Gordon was not 
justified in his conduct, and induced him 
to reconsider his action and judgment. 
Gordon continued in command for' some 
- time, and up to the day of his death at 
Khartum maintained most friendly rela- 
tions with the viceroy. 


Notwithstanding 
those facts English 


writers generally insist that Li was guilty 
of bad faith and of bloody and inhuman 
conduct. But it should be borne in mind 
that the Taiping rebellion was a most des- 
olating and relentless war; that it had de- 
stroyed many populous cities; hod laid 
waste nearly one-half of the empire; had 
.sacrificed an enormous number of lives, es- 
timated as high as 20,000,000, and that the 
leaders who woro beheaded had been guilty 
of horrid cruelties. Under such circuni- 
Btances it would not have been strange if 
even the most civilized and Christian com- 
mander in the flush of victory should have 
ordered the execution of tHa authors of 
such nntold horrors and bloodshed. The 
sepoy mutiny of India synchronizes with 
the Taiping rebellion. 
If the "heathen 


Chinese" should wish to retort upon his 
foreign critics, ho might not find it diffi- 
cult to parallel his own conduct with that 
of his civilized neighbors, the risers of In- 
dia.
